i continue to promote peace talks in the Middle East, bat not try 
to “impose a peace from the olttside.” 


In a nation-wide radio address, 
summarizing a forelgn policy re- 
Port to the Congress submitted yes- 
terday, Mr, Nixon said ¢hat to 
promote the ewforts of the parties 
to reach a peace agreement , the 
U.S. will: 

@ “Discourage any outside power 
from trying to exploit the situation 
for its own advantage," and 

e@ “Be prepared to play a respon- 
sible and cooperative role in keep- 
ing the peace arrived at through 
negotiations between the parties.” 

Mr. Nixon said, “We recognize 
that centuries of suspicion and de- 
cades of hostility cannot be ended 
overnight. There are great obstacles 
in ‘the way of a permanent, peace- 
ful settlement, and painful compro- 
mise is required by all concerned. 

“We are encouraged the will- 
ingness of each of tee) to 
begin to look to the larger interest 
of peace and stability thronghout 
the Middle East. There is still the 
Tisk of war, but now — for the 
first time in years — the parties 
are actively calculating the risks 
of peace.” 

Linking what occurs in Vietnam 


to the Middle East, the President 
sald: “We know what our vital 
interests are in the Middle East. 
Those interests include friendly and 
constructive relations with all na- 
tions in the area. Other nations 
know that we are ready to protect 
those vital interests. And one good 
reason why other nations take us 
at our word in the Middle East 
is because the U.S. has kept Its 
word in South-Eest Asia.” 

The President's foreign policy re- 
port to the 8, a document 
of 180 pages, explored for the first 
time in detail the concepts-and jm- 
Piications of the Nixon doctrine. 
That doctrine, first enunciated in 
the summer of 1968, eeeks to ad- 
just U.S. forelgn policy to changes 
that have occurred on the interna- 
tional scene since World War Two. 

Mr. Nixon summarized . those 
changes as the strengthened posl- 
tion. of America’s allies, the break- 
up of the once united Communist 
world, and the relative parity of 
strength of the superpowers.

President Nixon's references to 
the Middle East In one sense, did 
Uttle more than offer a precise for- 
Mulation of U.S. policy as it had 
evolved over the past year. In ano- 
ther sense, however, he proposed a 
more far-reaching definition than 
ever of his Administration's two- 
year old quest of an “even-hand- 
ed” stance between Arabs and Is- 
raelis. 

Political circles in Jerusalem voic- 
ed gratification last night aver the 
President's vigorous and repeated 
emphasis on the primary responsi- 
bility of the parties for negotiating 
the detailed terms of a peace settle- 
ment, and his continued opposition 
to Soviet efforts aimed at imposing 
solutions. 

It_wes also noted that Mr, Nixon 
had introduced no revision in U.S. 
policy -by calling for only “insubs- 
tantial” changes in June, 1967 bor- 
ders. The same phrase ‘had been 
used by the President in his address 
to the 1969 session of the General 
Assembly. A year earlier, in fact, 
Mr. Nixon's predecessor, Lyndon 
Johnson, had espoused @ similar 
concept in urging that future bor- 
ders between Israel and her’ neigh- 
bors should “not reflect the weight 
of conquest.” 

Balancing off, as it were, these 
now “traditional” American com~- 
mitments, however, Mr. Nixon issu- 
ed two entirely new Presidential 
pledges; to support “supplemerta- 
ry major power guarantees” for 2 
negotiated Arab-Israel agreement, 
and to “address” the ‘‘“legttimate 
aspirations” of "the Palestaian peo- 
ple." 

The decision of the U.S. to go 
along with the other three big pow- 
ers fn starting “preliminary dis- 
cussion” ‘of supplementary guaran- 
tees, had been made public earlier 
in the month.

U.S. advises 
Israel make 
positive reply

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. has 
advised Israel that its note to Dr. 
Jarring should be specific, positive, 
and accept the idea that negotia- 
tions op a Mid-East peace have 

in fact begun. 

This, according to informed sour- 
ces in the U.S. capital, was the 
gist of the conversation Wednesday 
afternoon between Israel Ambas- 
sador Yitzhak Rabin and Secretary 
of State William Rogers. The 40- 
minute meeting was called at Mr. 
Rogers’ request. 

The U.S, believes that Israel 
should now be prepared to spell 
out its peace conditions in detail on 
all the issues obtaining with Egypt, 
including borders, refugees, naviga- 
tion and the like. 

Mr. Rabin presumably explained 
that Israel will stand firm in re- 
jecting total withdrawal, as indica- 
ted in the Cabinet communique Sun- 
day. Informed sources here believe 
that Israel will seek first of all to 
determine whether Egypt is pre- 
pared in principle to accept a peace 
agreement which excludes total 
withdrawal. On the other issues, the 
Israeli paper is expected to go into 
detail, these sources believe. These 
differences with the U.S. are ex-" 
pected to sharpen in the days ahead. 
For while the U.S. according to the 
Rogers plan also rejects total with- 
drawal American officials believe 
this should not now be put forward 
as 8. prinicple but that Israel should 
present its maps.

It is believed 
bere that Srezhnev will emerge 
from the Congress with enhanced 
personal authority in the Party, and 
the praise given in this book can 
be used to show that Brezhnev has 
not come to the top without quali- 
ties which were evident a long time

Schwartz is professor and head of 
the division of myocardial biology 
of Baylor and Methodist. 

The most exciting breakthrough, 
as far as he is concerned, is actual- 
ly being able to measuré minute 
chemical changes that take place in 
ἃ heart cell in thousandths of a 
second. “We have actually measur- 
ed molecular changes in the heart," 
he says triumphantly. 

Here's what they have found: 
‘The calcium in a heart cell is pre- 
sent in a network of soft tissue 
layers called the sarcoplasmic re- 
ticulum, or SR. When the pace- 
maker fires, or gives the signal to 
contract, the calelum should shuttle 
to an area called the sarcomere. 
Here it initiates a series of com- 
plicated chemical events that causes 
one part of the heart's muscle 
fibre to slide past another part. 
This produces a shortening or con- 
traction. Heart fibres contracting in 
unison pump bleod out of the left 
side of the heart and sends it 
coursing through all parts of the

But, 
Leurent claimed, he had left her 
alive, and she must have been killed 
later by someone else, or taken her 
own life.

As regards his statement to the 
police that he had wrapped up the 
girl's body, Laurent said that there 
hed been a misunderstanding of his 
words, “If I wrapped her up," he 
said,’ “I did so because I saw that 
she was not moving and 1 was un- 
able to save her, and I was also 
afraid that -I would be blamed.” 
Referring to allegations that he had 
had sexual relations with the dead 
girl, Laurent said the idea was “the

TEL AVIV. — A sentence of five 
months’ Imprisonment and a fine of 
12,500 were imposed yesterday on 
Gamliel Mizrahi, 41, for causing the 
death of a person while driving in 
violation of traffic regulations. 
According to Judge Edna Shatzky 
in the Magistrate’s court here, Miz- 
rah! was driving his commercial 
vehicle along Rehov Yitzhak Sadeh. 
on December 21, 1989 and, when 
reac’ the intersection of Rehov 
Giborei Yisrael, went through a red 
light. The result was a collision with 
another car, whose driver was killed. 
Execution of the sentence was de- 
layed to allow Mizrahi to appeal. 
Judge Boris Rapoport fined 38- 
year-old Avraham Abazrade} IL1,000 
and his wife Sultana, IL100, for un- 
ruly behaviour while in charge of 
a vehicle. 
The prosecutor told the Court 


that on October 7 Abazradel was 
driving along Rehov Neve Sha‘anan 
when thelr car became stuck in a 
traffic jam. Tempers warmed among 
the drivers, and Abazradel, in the 
midst of an argument with a fellow 


driver, Ya'acov Shalem, spat at him.- 


Not satisfied with this, Abazradel 
then left his car and, for no appa- 
rent reason, began beating Shalem 
and one of -his passengers, a visit- 
ing Iranian physician.

T.A. Univ. clamps 
down on foreign 
dope-takers

TEL AVIV. — The Steering Com- 
mittee of Tel Aviv University’s 
Senate has decided to take a tough 
line against students in the special 
overseas study programme who are 
caught with mind-influencing drugs 
of any sort. Students in that cate- 
gory may now be expelled regard- 
less of whether the drugs are found 
in their possession on or off the 
campus, 

Ali these students sign a waiver 
when they enter the University to 
the effect that it has the right to 
suspend, expel, or otherwize discip- 
Une a student if he does not abide 
by its rules and regulations, the 
Jaws of the State, or if he in any 
manner uses mind-influencing drugs. 
In such a case neither the Univer- 
sity nor the American Friends of the 
University shall make ‘any refund, 

The Committee's decision does not 
apply to Israel students or any stu- 
dents from abroad who are taking 
regular university courses, rather 
than studying on 8 special pro- 
gramme. The practice with ‘these 
students is that only if they com- 
mit offences'on campus are they 
Uable to disciplinary measures by 
the university. 

The ‘Steering Committee's meeting 
was summoned after an incident 
last week in which two students 
were caught with hashish off cam- 
pus. They were not disciplined, but 
one left at her own initiative.

“We believe that the stability of 
the Middle East requires establish- 
ing a balance in the activities of the 


there. Each must be free to pursue 
its own legitimate interests, but 
within the limits imposed. by respect 
for the legitimate interests of others 
and the sovereignty of the nations 
of the area. | 


“The Soviets have persistently 
called for an Israeli commitment to 
total withdrawal from all occupied 
territories. The Soviets have 8180 
called for ἃ refugee settlement 
which inadequately reflects the prac- 
tical human and security problems 
involved on both sides. The U.S. 
has recognized that any changes ir 
pre-war borders should. be ingub- 
stantial, but we insist that any 
agreement to'fix final borders must 
be directly Hnked in a peace agree- 
ment to mutualiy agreed practical 
arrangements that would make 
these secure. These are matters for 
negotiation between the parties. The 
Soviets have insisted, however, that 
the major powers make these judg- 
ments and, in effect, impose them 
on the partles. 


MUST SATISFY BOTH _ 


“The U.S. continues to welcome 
Soviet suggestions for a settlement. 
But to be serious, they must meet 
the legitimate concerns of not one 
but both sides,” 

Noting “some of the principles 
and elements that must be included 
if a settlement is to be reached,” 
the President said: 


e “The Arab governments will not 

accept a settlement which does 
mot provide for recovery of terri- 
tories lost in the 1967 war. Without 
such acceptance, no settlement can 
have the essential quality of assured 
permanence, ᾿ 


“Tarael will not agree to with- 
draw from oocupiled ‘Arab terri- 
tories, which ghe sees as enhancing 
her ‘physical security, unless she 
has confidence inthe permanence 
of the peace settlement, She also 
believes that the final borders to 
which she will withdraw must be 
negotiated and agreed in a binding 
peace setlement. She must, there- 
fore, have confidence that no at- 


e@ , “No lasting settlement can be 

achieved in the Middle East 
without addressing the legitimate 
aspirations of the Palestinian people. 


For over two decades they have . 


been the victims of conditions that 
command sympathy. Peace requires 
fruitful-lives for them and their 
children, and a just settlement of 
their claims. 


“The {mmediate task 15 to help 
the belligerents construct an agree- 
ment that wil achieve a workable 
balance between the security and 
recognition that Israel seeks and 
8 just resolution, which the Arab 
states seek, of the territorial and 
Palestinian issues. Only in such a 
balance can peace be fourid.”
